son cur. ntt would bo necessary to pro- 
duce n. car of equal capacity with tho 
law trolley cun, the Edison car 
would weigh about half as much as 
the approved uioderu Bonrlco car.

Its 
capacity Is twenty-six persons seated 
as against fifty-two. It sits on a sin- 
glo truck of four wheels Instead of 
two trucks of four wheelx each. 
Its 


body Is of aluminium Instead of wood. 
Its platforms anil doors nro of the 
latest nnd lightest patterns. 


Battory U Placed Under Car Scats. 
The storage battery Itself takes up 


no needed room. Tbo bnttery Is lined 
up under the car seats. Twenty long, 
narrow crates nro 'aligned under the 
Heats In rows. Thcso crntes each con- 


tain a group of flvo battery cells. Each 
coll Is ft sqimro sided metal can rath- 
er like n square oil con In outward 
appearance. The crntes are equipped 
with handles at either end and can be 
lifted In and out like so many sodn 
bottlo cases. 


Ench cell weighs thirteen pounds. 


Tho cclls'aro filled with a mixture of 
Iron and nickel scrap In an alkaline 
medium nnd are the same ns those in 
use In tho ordinary Edison storage bat- 
teries. There aro 200 cells, which with 
their cases weigh about 2,800 pounds, 
constituting the total weight of the 
battory. 


This bnttery, according to Mr. Beach, 


who Installed Jt, supplies fifteen horse- 
power for eight hours. 
The power !« 


sufficient to run tha experimental car 
nt a speed of twenty miles an hour, 
so that the car Is conBliloreJ as able 
to run eight hours at twenty miles nn 
hour. Tha voltage Is about l.r>0, which 
is but one-third of the voltage In use 
on tho ordinary trolley linos. 
It la 


the lower voltage that makes tho light- 
er car a necessity with, the present 
storage battery. 


Practical Value) of th* Car. 


Tho saving made possible by a prac- 


tical form of the cnr originated by 
Edison was described by an officer of 
tho Public Service Corporation of New 
Jersey, which Is closely following tho 
performances of the Kdlson car. He 
said:

From this statement It Is readily to 


bo seen what service tho Edison car 
could render on congested lines In 
cities, where the trolley wires are tap- 
ped for every spare watt of power and 
tho electric bulbs dlo down red and tho 
fuses burn out because of falling volt- 
age. Tho storage battery car could bo 


) employed on these lines as a rush, hour 
| car at tho same time with, tho regular 


I trolloy cars. It would tako up the ex- 


I tra passengers without making tlio 


> extra csll on the current of the trolley 


wire. This Is regarded by Kdlson as 
tho most Immediate use of tho storage 
battery car. It Is not for that reason 
necessarily tho most extensive of tha 
car's possibilities. 


Vet another possibility of the Edison 


car llos In another direction. 
The 


country Is honeycombed with rural 
traction projects which havo ucver 
bean carried out because they nrc ns 
business propositions just below a fair 
prospect of return on the Investment. 
The cheapest type ot trolley Una costs 
under favorable conditions about $1.50 
to ?2 to lay per foot of track and about 
75 cents to $1 per foot of overhead In- 
stnllatlou. In many Instances an indi- 
vidual power plant Is needed nnd adds 
a third element to the projected cost. 


How It Saves Expento. 


In theso projects for cheap electric 


lines tho Injection of a now element 
such as tho Edison car will entirely 
change tho calculations. 
In tha first 


place. It will da away with, tho cost of 
overhead Installation, substituting for 
1C only the extra cost of tho Edison 
car, an enormous saving lu lines of tha 
type that Is perhaps ten miles long or 
more nud ruutt but oue or two occa- 
sional cars. 
Furthermore, In most such 


cases tho need for a comparatively 
largo power plant will be done nwny 
with, since u small, cheap dyntioao will 
easily he able to chnrgc the Edison 
storage batlcrk-a at leisure. 


Tho prospective result ot this in inora 


ramote perhaps, but vastly more Im- 
portant than any other possibility of 
the Edison cur. It means literally hun- 
dreds ot thousands of miles ot new 
electric linos, bringing contact wltb 
tho civic centers, thu markets, tho 
malls aud the news to the most re- 
mote rural region;. It means a now 
cm of rnllrond building, a chango In 
economic conditions, tho social change 
of the closer afflliatlcn of the forming 
population with neighboring cities, the 
growth of the smaller cities and a host 
of other ihlngs. vast and uncertain, 
timt caunot yet be scon.
